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From all parts oí the country we receive the most 
cheering accounts of the harvest. A gracious Pro- 
widence has rescued us from a great peril. Although 
. was little fear of actual dearth, now that means 
of rapid communication exist between all parts of 
the world, and the harvest has been unprecedentedly 
great in America and elsewhere, still a deficient har- 
yest would be more severe upon the poor than a 
three years’ war. As a general rule, oats and wheat 
are very heavy in the ear, and “ tall” in the straw. 
The high winds which occasionally prevailed both 
raised and dried what corn was lodged. A large pro- 
portion of the cereals has been housed or stacked 
in good condition. We have seen specimens of flour 
from this year’s wheat, which could not be surpassed 
for beauty or sweetness. 
But the approaching winter must be trying to the 
poor, for two reasons. We fear it is no exaggeration 
to say that, at least, one-half of the potato crop has 
altogether failed. It is a melancholy sight to witness 
the labourers turning up an abundant crop of tubers, 
but nearly all tainted. It would be well if some of 
the means generally taken in the famine years were 
adopted now. There are several ways of preserving 
portions of diseased potatoes, such as grating them 
into flour, cutting off the diseased portion, and 
bua the sess into a solution of lime, Ke. The 
t care also should be observed in storing 
— for winter use. We look to our Agricul- 
tural Societies for ample directions. They did 
good service in the famine years, and -could 
hardly undertake a more useful office than the pre- 
paration of some plain and simple directions for pre- 
berving what remains of the crop. 
But the poor must suffer chiefly from the scarcity 
pf fuel. However scant or humble the meals, if 
there be a warm and cheerful fire, it is borne with. 
No turf has as yet been saved, and the bogs are so 
saturated with rain that it is almost impossible to 
dig, much more to save any. This will be the most 
serious loss, for though, in towns and ports, coal 
may be procured, yet the cost of carriage into the 
inland or mountainous districts puts it out of the 
power of the cottier to purchase it. If we are 
favoured some time longer with the weather we now 
enjoy, and if every hand be actively turned to the 
having of fuel, much may still be done. No time, 

—— should be lost. Every day lessens the pro- 
ility of saving a winters’ stock. 

But the safety of the cereal harvest has grievously 

isappointed two classes of speculators in human 
misfortune. There are those who exult in the suffer- 
ng of the masses, for suffering induces discontent, 
ind discontent is the mother of disaffection. By 
hese, as by Mazzini, everything likely to give em- 
bloyment or comfort to the humbler classes is looked 
hpon as an injury to themselves. A chronic state of 
mi- star vation is the political charlatans’ El Dorado. 
A wet season and a bad harvest were to these sub- 
ects of exulting hope, and the same san which 
tipened the wheat has withered the expectations of 
brofessional demagog ues.

GERMANY. 
A correspondent, writing from Vienna, under date of 
September 7, says :—During his short stay in this city 
Prince Metternich had several interviews with Count 
Rechberg, and on one occasion he was present at a 
Cabinet Council which was held in the presence of the 
Emperor.

From Naples we have later news, » hich the telegraph 
will, no doubt, have transmiwed ere this to London 
Garibaldi’s entree had taken place in the midst of 
universal enthusiasm. The General immediately 
yroclaimed Victor Emmanuel and his descendants 
kings of Italy, and formed a Cabinet, in which M 
Liborio Romano retains the office he held under 
the King, that of Home Secretary. General Cosenz 
had been appointed Minister of War. The fleet which 
had refused to follow the King to Gacta was securely 
moored in dock. One passage in the telegram is rather 
unintelligible. The General bad disavowed the illegally- 
constituted committee, and had directed the prefect of 
police to punish its members. This committee must 
be the insurrectionary body which has virtually 
ruled Naples for the last two months. It was 
— supposed to be in constant Communication 
with Garibaldi, consequently his decision respecting it 
appears rather oxtraordinary. The cause of this un- 
expected severity is probably to be found in the 
Mazzinian or Muratist convictions of some of the 
members. It is also to be remarked that the despatch 
does not state that Garibaldi had assumed the dictator- 
ship, but that he had proclaimed Victor Emmanuel 
This, combined with the move of the King of Piedmont 
aga ost the States of the Church, leads to the presump- 
tion that, having gone thus far, Garibaldi hands the 
command over to the King, and retires into the back- 
ground for a while. He will not, at all events, retire until 
he has reorganised the army and the ficet, and invaded 
the Papal States as the Lieutenant of the Piedmontese 
monarch. 

The craven Francesco remains at Gaeta, whence he 
will probably only depart on the approach of Garibaldi’s 
troops. Í am informed that the various ambassadors, 
excepting the British Envoy, accompanied him thither. 
M. Brenier only left Naples on a special order sent to 
him by telegraph. He is ordered to return to Paris as 
soor as the King embarks. 

Very great sensation has been created here in the 
diplomatic world, by a despatch from the Duke dk 
Montebello, stating that the reconciliation between 
Russia and Austria was resolved on. 

In the Papal States the insurrection continues to gain 
ground. 

The domestic news is very uninteresting when com- 
pared with the startling intelligence from abroad, The 
only topic to-day was an articie in the Constitutionnel 
from the pen of M. Marie Martin.
